Poultry Notes 
Commercial Poultry says: “ A good 
grain ration for the laying stock is 
composed of wheat, buckwheat, oats 
and corn, the wheat predominating. 
Too much corn is not good for laying 
hens, but a little fed with other 
grains is beneficial. 
Add to this 
grain ration a daily allowance of 
vegetable food, cut clover and a little 
green cut bone two or three times a 
week and you will have an almost 
perfectly balanced ration for the lay­ 
ing hens.”
